Tbe convention met and was called to 


order by the President 
Mr. COCHUA.V, 


Chairman of the Business Committee, sub- 
mitted the following Preamble and Kesolu- 
tions: 


Wlifreas, tbe construction of a railroad 


between the towns of York and Gettysburg 
has been long contemplated, but postponed 
by thc intervention of unfavorable circum- 
stances, until now it has become necessary 
to determine either tbat tbe work should be 
done or abandoned entirely :—And where- 
as, either this route must now be adopted, 
or the county ot" Adams so long excluded 
from the benefit of modern, improved modes 
of access to market, will, in a commendable 
pursuit of its own interests and welfare, 
adopt another, though less favorable, direc- 
tion for a Kail Road which her citizens are 
determined to make, unless prompt and effi- 
cient measures be adopted to insure the

Capital Crime in Michigan. 


The law passed several years ago, in that 


State, abolishing the death penalty and 
substituting imprisonment for life, seems 
to have been attended with the happiest ef- 
fect. 
The population of Michigan is about 


500,OUO. In 1851, thuie were two convic- 
tions for murder iu the first degree, one in 
the second degree, aud three for manslaugh-
